The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The invention of Group I requires the special 
technical feature of a holder with contact or engagement sections disposed at or near more than 
one end to cooperate with engagement sections on parts of a vehicle body in order to fix the 
components at a pre-specified distance from one another, characterized in such that the 
engagement sections have a substantially peg-like structure or are shaped like a flat hook, and 
each set of two contact or engagement sections is connected together by way of a holder section 
that extends linearly or is bent at substantially a right angle. This special technical feature is not 
required by the invention of Group 11. Thus, a lack of unity requirement has resulted. 



A telephone call has not been made to request an oral election to the above restriction 
requirement to allow Applicant an adequate time to make a determination of the invention of 
choice for examination or even amend the claims if so desired.
